TO THE MEN AND WOMEN OF COSHOCTON COUNTY: 


One of the most regrettable features of the county option campaign which is now nearing the 


close is the extreme bitterness and invective that have been injected into the discussion. 


It does seem to us that men and women of a community like this ought to carry on a campaign of 


any kind without resorting to personal abuse and insults. Any citizen 
of the community has a 


right to favor either side of the question that his conscience and judgement dictate, and has the 
right both to vote and speak his sentiments, whatever they may be, but in such discussion the truth 
should be adhered to. 


It is unfortunate for the community and for humanity that in recent discussions of this question 


a few of the men who are ordained to be teachers and preachers of the Christian religion have in- 
dulged in most intemperate language, with harsh, cruel, unkind and untruthful statements about 
their fellow-men. 
It seems to us that in the discussion of this question the example of the kindly 


Nazarene should have been followed, at least to the extent of practicing a Christian spirit, without 
reflecting upon the characters of men and impugning their motives merely because they happen to 
believe that the regulated saloon is better than impracticable prohibition in a town of this size or 
because they believe that the material interests of wage earners, whose employment is in jeopardy 
and who have families to protect, should be considered as an important phase of the moral question 
involved. 
We believe that the cause of Christianity would be better subserved if all those ordained 


to preach the Word would practice the Christian spirit in their utterances and abandon the idea that 
slander is argument. 


In all the history of political and other contests in this community there has never before been 


such personal abuse and vituperation as has been indulged in from the pulpit and the platform in 
this campaign, and, sadly enough, by some of those who are understood to be teachers and preach- 
ers of the spirit of the Man of Galilee. Why should not the Christian spirit be practiced by all 
who preach it? 


Fervently we hope that spirit may return to Coshocton after this contest is over.

Cleveland, O., Oct. 20. — "The ad- 


ministration of Mr. Roosevelt will go 
down into history as an aOministra
